Despite having played only one match against each other in National League 


history, these clubs have built up an off park rivalry that emulates many derbies 
overseas. Tonight's match will be the first such derby to be played at Marconi 

. Stadium and it has been-eagerly anticipated since the draw was first released back 
in September of last year. 

The first ever competition match between the clubs was held at North Sydney Oval on Friday 
15% January, 1999 in front of 17507 spectators. The Spirit came away with the points on that evening 
via a 4-0 victory over a depleted Marconi team which was in the middle of a mid season slump. That 
match is still recalled by the Stallion faithful as the blackest day of the 1998/1999 season calendar, and 
as such, revenge is firmly in the mindset of the supporters. 

That Round 15 match however, also saw some scintillating football from the Spirit and it is 
acknowledged that not too many teams would have been successful against the Northerners in such 
awe inspiring form. 

The game's goals started in the 24* minute with a free kick which was not cleared by the 
Marconi defence and thus handed Paul Bilokapic a free header, for him to become the first player to 
score a goal between the two clubs. Four minutes later Robbie Slater was put on goal thanks to some 
great lead up work from Kresimir Marusic. Francis Awaritefe seemed to have scored Marconi’s first goal 
against Spirit but he was ruled offside. Another great piece of work from Marusic found Slater on the 
right. He played it into Daniel Watkins who beat the defence and then unselfishly laid it off for Marusic 
to score and make it 3 - 0 at halftime. The second half was no better for the Sky Blues although the 
final score was not addressed until the 88th minute when Watkins beat David Aceski on the near post 
to put Spirit four up. 

In their previous three trips away from North Sydney Oval, Spirit have picked up two draws 
and a loss. Whilst neither team will be desperately searching for a top six spot, (they both achieved that 
last weekend) both Marconi and Spirit will be keen for the needed points to attain the highest possible 
finishing position, in order to dictate their playing of more home games. 

To add to the tension of this match, Spirit arrive at Marconi Stadium with a few former 
Marconi players in their ranks. They are Luke Casserley and Matthew Bingley, both whom have 
represented Australia at senior level, as well as squad members Gabriel Mendez and Young Socceroo 
Michael Cunico. Frank Farina and Graham Arnold are great mates off the park but that will be put aside 
as their respective sides go head to head on the park tonight. 

Allin all, it should be an entertaining afternoon with an ear being kept on all the other results 
around the NSL, as all matches are played at the same time (bar Canberra Gippsland which was played 
last night). The Spirit fans will be very vocal so the Stallions will need all the support that they can get. 
It promises to be a tremendous match played with such intensity that should offer us a sneak preview 
to next week's first week of the 1998/1999 finals series.
